As the National Integration Sub -Committee of the National 
Committee of the Gandhi Centenary is to be wound up, the 
Government of India has decided to set up a Co-ordinating 
Committee for National Integration Samitis under the Chair- 
manship of Education Minister in order to take over the work 
relating to the National Integration Samitis and tb regulate, 
guide and finance the function of these Samitis under the 
auspices of the National Integration Council. 
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and dispel communal, linguistic and other prejudi- 
ces; 


Composition : 

The Co-ordinating Committee will be composed of : 
Chairman 

1. Minister of Education and Youth Service Ex-officio 

Members 

2. Six members drawn from the National Integration Sub- 
Committee of the National Committee of the Gandhi 
Centenary and the National Integration Council. 

The Ministry of Education & Youth Services will service 
this Committee and provide the necessary Secretariat 
T enure 

The tenure of the members of the Committee shall be 3 
years from the date of appointment provided! that — 

(i) The ex-officio members of the Committee shall con- 
tinue as members so long as they hold office by virtue 
of which they are members of the Committee. 

(ii) The nominated members shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the nominating authority, and 

(ill) If a vacancy arises on the Committee due to resig- 
nation, death etc. of a member, the member appoint- 
ed in that vacancy shall hold office for the residue 
of the tenure of 3 years. 

Meetings 

The Co-ordinating Committee for National Integration Sami- 
tis shall meet not less than once a year. Meetings may. how- 
ever, be convened by the Chairman at any time as may bo 
deemed necessary. 

Functions 

The functions of thd Committee shall be ; 

(1) To regulate, guide and finance the functioning of the 
National Integration Samitis under the auspices of the 
National Integration Council, 

(2) To establish such Samitis in all universities and cen- 
tral public undertakings where they do not exist. 

(3) To broaden and intensify the work of these samitis by 
encouraging them — 

(1) to send batches of students with one or two Profes- 
sors or Lecturers to other linguistic and cultural 
areas so that they may have direct acquaintance of 
the students of that University and people in 
the neighbourhood; 

(ii) to encourage and assist them to organise seminars 
on State, Regional or National basis; 

(iii) to organise lectures, discussions and cultural pro- 
grammes calculated to promote national integration 


(iv) to evolve other schemes which will promote national 
integration in universities and Central Public Un- 
dertakings. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to 
all State Governments and Union Administrations, Prime Minis- 
ter's Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, Planning Commis- 
sion, Department of Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha Secre- 
tariat, President's Secretariat and all Ministries and Depart- 
ments of the Government of India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the Gazet- 
te of India for general information.
